To the Commissioners of Sullivan County— 

During the term from April 1, 1923 to Jan. 1, 1924 one 
session of the Superior Court was held in our County. The 
two cases on the continued docket were disposed of, and 
ten of the indictments found by the grand jury were en- 
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tered in court. Of these final disposition was made of eight 
including charges of breaking and entering, blackmail, grand 
larceny, embezzlement by town official and embezzlement. 
One case of a serious statutory offense is now pending on 
exceptions in the Supreme Court. An indictment of man- 
slaughter arising from an automobile accident stands 
continued. 

Considerable time and money were spent in attempting 
to bring to justice the perpetrator of the murder that oc- 
curred in Claremont July 3rd. This was done under -the 
direction. and orders of the Attorney-General, and the only 
regret is that our efforts were not more successful. 

During this period fines totaling $1015 were imposed 
by the Municipal Courts in liquor cases started by the 
County Solicitor and these have been or will be paid to the 
‘County. Because of the construction of the law in State 
v. Desmarais, however, it -will be difficult to carry on this 
work. | ? .
